Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 2 to 6, 8, 10, 1 1 , 13, 15, 16 and 19 to 26 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The process 
for manufacturing a steel product made of copper-rich carbon steel, characterized in 
that the carbon content of the steel is between 0.1 to 1%, as recited by the claims, is not 
taught or fairly suggested by the art of record. 

3. The applied prior art US Patent 4,961 ,793 to Kishida et al. and US Patent 
4,925,500 to Kishida et al., teach the process of manufacturing a steel product 
containing < 0.01% C and 0.0005 to 0.015% C, respectively which are significantly 
lower than the inventive claimed C range of 0.1 to 1%. Moreover, US Patent 4,961,793 
on lines 44-46 of column 2 and US Patent 4,925,500 on lines 44-60 in column 3 teach 
that in order to ensure a high r-value, high strength and ductility, it is necessary for the 
carbon content to be decreased as much as possible. Since prior art teaches away from 
using high carbon content, then one skilled in the art would not be motivated to use 
steels containing 0.1 to 1% C as recited by the inventive claims with prior art process.
